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Igor  Podolchak  is  an  artist  from  Russia  who  has  been  known  to  people  in 
Korea  since  he  was  awarded  at  International  Miniature  Prìnt  Festival  by  Space 
Group  of  Korea  in  1968.  Though  it  is  first  time  for  his  work  to  be  introduced 
In  Korea,  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  was  demonstrated  his  artistic  talent  for 
long. 

His  career  is  colorful.  He  frequently  participated  in  international  festival  held 
in  various  places  including  America,  Germany,  and  Spain.  In  addition,  he  had 
one*man  exhibition  seven  times  between  1988  and  1990  in  several  different 
contries  such  as  Germany,  Poland,  and  Spain. 

The  techniques  and  external  pattems  his  print  works  expose  is  very  firm  and 
Sophisticated.  His  works  carry  realistically  thè  classical  composition,  atmos- 
peric  effects,  and  scuiptural  fiqure  modeling,  all  of  which  are  based  on  thè 
perspective  of  three  dimensione.  His  works,  however,  express  such  things  ex- 
traordinary  and  illusionary  ways.  This  gives  us  a  kind  of  fresh  shock  as  well  as 
feelings  of  strong  tension. 

Dry-point,  etching.  aquatint,  and  mezzotint  contained  in  his  print  works  bring 
about  Sharp  and  tense  effects.  These  effects  come  from  thè  combination  of 
such  techniques  as  etching.  lineai  carving,  and  dry*point,  meanwhile  thè 
stress  of  monocrome,  and  overall  composition  tensed  and  controlied  often 
apply  to  architectural  background,  for  thè  strict  horizontal-vertical  division 
appears  to  prohibit  arbitrary  imagination  and  illusionary  feelings. 

Igor's  work  remind  us  of  MARQUIS  DE  SADE  who  explored  thè  sexual  worid, 
testing  thè  extremity  of  human  sensitivity.  It  is  because  his  works  bring  us  a 
psychological  tension,  Which  describe  ugly  figures,  human  bodies  with  wtink- 
led  and  loose  skin,  and  people  revealing  parta  of  body  like  breast  and  hip 
which  symbolize  sex. 

All  in  all,  Igor  first  and  foremost,  expresses  social,  politicai  suppression  and 
control.  Next,  he  gives  rise  to  sexual  energy,  and  then  with  it  he  cuts,  dis- 
sects,  and  anatomizes  human  image.  Finally,  he  recreates  images  through 
ecstocy  and  holyness.  One  of  his  work  showing  an  image  of  crucifixion  and 
resurrection  demonstrates  this  very  boldly. 

Through  all  these  things  Igor’s  works  admit  that  there  is  a  limit  to  thè  control 
of  human  nationality.  He  delivers  this  message  taking  advantage  of  sexual 
World.  With  this  he  tries  to  find  a  way  to  overcome  all  social  and  politicai 
ploblems.  It  is  conflicting  forma  and  contenta,  and  contradictory  concepts  and 
thoughts  that  liberate  imagenation.
